I'm reaching out to you again to provide an update on the Fig+Pico Hotel project. We are currently working on 
setting up the public hearing, which will likely occur on February 7th, with a potential City Planning 
Commission date as early as March 8th. Next week I will send you the official public hearing notice that you can 
then share with your constituents. 


The City is now also starting work on negotiations for a Development Agreement for the Fig Pico Hotel Center. In 
our phone call a while back, you had mentioned several potential improvements that the BID had considered in 
the area, and I believe either the BID or Metro completed some initial cost estimates of various projects. 


We are currently creating a menu of potential tangible/physical improvements that the developer could make in 
the area. We would appreciate if you could share any information for a list and/or estimated price for some of the 
improvements that have been identified for the neighborhood. I'll also be consulting with Metro and our City 
Engineering and City DOT departments regarding feasibility/costs for potential projects. Below is a list of items I 








had written down from our previous conversation, please feel free to add/update/expand. If there are other non¬ 
physical (programming/funding) objectives that the BID has identified for the area, please let me know as well, 
although we are first focusing on physical improvements. 

- Scramble crosswalks at Fig/Pico, Fig/11th, Fig/12th 

- Mid-block crosswalks on Figueroa between Olympic/11th, llth/12th, 12th, Pico 

- Improved street lighting along 12th street 

- Improved street trees on 12 th and Pico 

- Items from Design Package PDF (I'm not sure which ones have already been undertaken so far?)
